San Francisco ﬁas heen called '‘the ;ity’that knows how,'" an apt
description of its progressive, stimulating afmosphere. Frdm a frontier
town on San Francisco Bay in 1849, the city has growp'to a financial and
cultural centér, noted for its business acumen as well as its patronage of
music and art. Vi;itors coﬁe from all over the world to experience its
magical excicement. Throughgthe years, the city has grown in siie, popula- . -
. o )
_tion, and matqrity, but has never lost its tolerance for new ideas.’
At the tufn qf the cenfury the'city was stiilffeeling its-youth,
with cobb;ed streets,'fahcy dandies, lavish'mansions, and elégapt hote1sv
-and restaurants. During ‘this era of scphistication the'decision was made to
open a normél school in San Franciséo,_and in 1899-San.Franci$c6 State Normal

School was born. (An earlier normal school, the first in the state, had béen

San Francisco étate Nofmal School supplied'most of the
teachers forlthe San.Francisco Puhlic Schools as well as for school d1str1cts
all'over the state. . In the early 1920's, more and more men began to enrgll. |
In 1921, “the _college changed its name to San Francisco State Teachers College,_
by 1935, it was called San Franc1sco State College Along with the oth .
California state colleges, it became a liberal arts school.

In the late
l930's a group ct students held an antiwar protest, a precursor of events
.to come. In the 1940's San Francisco State persohnel and students'oid their.

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San Francisco was cauéht up in the McCarthy hysteria, as was the rest of the
country. Seven faculty members and two nonfaculty members were term1nated
for refu51ng to sigh the loyalty oath. By 1960, when protesters against the
louse Un-American Activities Committee hearings in San francisco were washed
down the steps of City Hall, San Francisco had become a gathering place for
those\who wished.to test established and outmoded traditions and see change
in American society. |
The 1960's can be called the age of‘idealism in the history of
American youth. There have been other perlods of youthful idealism in Amer-
ican hlstory, but never weie there 0 many young people with the time, money,
and energy to express their opinions as in the 1960's. The civil rights
'movement was underway in.the South. Minority groups, especially blacks,
were beginning to make strong;'visible stands for their rights. To the west,
rumblings of war were beginning to develop -- Vietnam. Students were concerned
not only about the1r own rights and whether they would be drafted, but about |
the,sufferlng people‘of Vietnam, who were being bombed_and napalmed by Amerr
ican military might.. They could not accept an American government that
cont1nued to bomb and strafe hamlets and v111ages in splte of protests at
‘hume . Students began to look at their own position in Amerlcan soc1ety and
dwonder whether what they were.learnlng in institutions of higher educatlon
had any relevanc/ to the1r lives, 1mmed1ate or future In 1966 the most
_1deallst1c youths in, the country appeared in San Francisco -- the bkippies.
They were conv1nced that love, shar1ng, and caring would solve the problems

of the world: love and a flower would make it right.

-
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The idealism of San Francisco in 1965-1966 spilled over onte the

campus of San Francisco State College. As a beginning librarian, I»felt

. the electricity, the excitement, the sense of creativity and hope. Dr. John

Summerskill, a youthful and liheral educator, had just been appointed presi-‘
dent, and our college was going to go far in solving the problems besettlng
man (and woman) kind. San Francisco State College's Experimental College
was one of the first in the country, a forerunner of‘maﬁy similar institu-
tions across: the land.v | .

In May, 1967, some students went to Dr. Summcz;klll to protest

'the college s practice of reveallng students' academ1c standlng to the Selec-

t1ve Service Office. The academic bureaucracy was not at that t1me aware

of how to handle questlons and prctests although our ne1ghbor across the
Bay, the University of Ca11forn1a at- Berkefgy, should have taught us some
le;sons. ‘The students of earlier decades may have had quarrels with academic
nit-picking or poor administracive judgment, buc they-did not feel chey had
the power'to'make their desires felt or perhaps did not cale enough tovcarry
a protest very far. Many ecudents of the 1960's, however, came from comfort-
able middle-class familiss that had etressed the value of education, and they

v

were convinced enough of the importance of their ideas to demand answers.

'They were willing to take the time and effort to assert their beilefs.

Furthermore, many minority groups were teginning to criticize higher education

institutions for ignoring their special interests. Consequently, minority

 students were eager to demand consideration also.

' The academic machinery was creaky and unused to being called to

_account for its actionms. Although the issue may now seem minor, those students

protesting the "insensitive administration's" willingness to cooperate witn

¢
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the Selective Service Office held on tenaciously. 'They wanted the policy
stopped, and they would protest until it was stopped! When Chanoellor Glenn

" Dumke ordered lts continuation, the students felt that théir rdghts and.beliefs
were being ignored; the action of the Chancellorls Office reinforced the
feeling that higher education was totally unsympathetic to student ideas.and
irrelemant to their needs. R .

As the power of minority‘students began to appear on campus, racial
divisiveness became a problem marrinw the'earlier sense of idealism. Some
wh1te .Students began to express host111ty to the grow1ng use of student
funds for black .student educatlon and act1v1t1es The ed1tor of the student
newspaper, The Gator, was physicaily attacked by several black students after

. he'wrote an.edltorial opposing outside funding for the colleyge's ”special
programs,”/which‘inoluded‘those,ofvthe Black Stﬁdent dnion The first ""Shut
it.down!" was shouted on Decemb:r 6, 1967 whtn protestors obJected to the

suspension of the black students involved in The Gator incident. There were

to be many more.
Mounting tensions on campus and failure‘to‘solve the student problems

led.the TruStees to request that'br.'éummerskill resién In June:1968, Dr.

Robert Sm1th, a professor of educatlon was appolnted pre51dent He too was

to fall victim to the demands of the students that the problems of. society

be solved by h1gher education.

The suspen51on oi hngl1sh instructor (and Black Panther Mlnlster

1

of Educatlon) George Mason Murra/ on November 1, 1968 was the catalyst for

- five months of confrontatlon and tension. George Murray was a graduate

student in English and had been hired to teach special introductory English
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classes for minority students admitted to the college under a épecial program. *
At a Ffeénb Stéte College rally, hé allegedly had stated, "We are slaves,
and the only way to become free‘is to kill all the siave masté;s;" At San
Fraﬁcisco State College, he a.ilegedly had said thatvbiack students shouid
bting guns to campus to protsct themseives from white racist administrators.
The Trustees forced Presiaent Smith to sﬁspend Murray. That did it! - Black
studtnts and:their wﬁite.sympathizers viewed the:édmipistration's action . >
as racist and apthoritatian, and the administration itself as weak, cbntrolled
by ;Qnservatite, uncaring politicizns in Sactamento and conservative, rich,
white Trustees in Los;Aﬁgelés.‘ They felt that the suspension was a perfett« S
’ issue to illustrate the ra;ism and autﬁoritariénism found not onl; on collége

campuses, but actually establi<hed as a major tenet of the 'American way of
life." A prctest agalnst this action would bring to public notice some of
the 1nequ1t1tes 1n the words that Amerlcan authorities preached and the
deeds that they performed.

President Shith tried to bring reason to bear on the matter, but
wés pushed by conservative Trustees on the one éide and impatient, angry
students on the other. He‘held a three-day convocation. on campus, during
which all classes were cancelled and all members of the campus community~
came together td discuss the issues. Striking minority students submitted -
a list of demands to the campus gdministration:
